Just at the present I am thinking 
about a problem that arises out of 
funeral customs. It concerns the 
prosessional past the opened casket, 
as a sort of farewell gesutre at the 
conclusion of the service. What can 
be said about this practise. 

First of all, there are those who 
believe that the wishes of the 
mourners should govern the decision. 
If it is their wish that the casket 
should be opened, that should be 
cone. Again, if another ylimpse at 
the familiar features of a_ beloved 
friend is any help or comfort. should 
that be denied them? Should we 
rive people the impression that death 
is such a shocking thing that one 
ought not to look upon the still and 
lifeless countenance, and that by 
eliminating to view we make death 
even stranger and more mysterious 
than it is? Such, I suppose, are at 
least some of the reasons for the 
custom. 


There are several things that can 
be said against the custom. One of 
the practical things is that anyone 
who wishes to view the body could 
readily do so at the funeral home 
prior to the service, and thus gain 
what comfort, if any, comes through 
such a visit. If the casket is to be 
opened at all, it need not be opened 
in the church itself but rather in 
some other place. 

There are other things that should 
be remembered. Any true friend does 
not wish to make things more diffi- 
cult, but rather seeks to make them 
easier at any time of bereavement. 
My own expefience has convinced me 
that any professional results in 
added delay which causes only added 
distress to the family bereaved. 
There is no comfort in it for them, 
but simply prolonged emotional ten- 
sion, 

Another fact that should not be 
forgotten is this. The human body 
is the dwelling place of the spirit. 
Its material substance comes from 
the earth and eventually it returns 
there. All that makes a person dear 
to us is spiritual, and to view the 
body calls attention, not to the soul, 
but to that which Is corruptible. It 
is One of God's great blessings to 
humanity that the tomb of Jesus 
was empty, and that mankind seeks 
help, not in the cold clay, but in the 
radiant Spirit. 

Those who viewed the Resurrec- 
tion were not ones returning once 
again to view the body of the Lord. 
Instead of looking backward at the 
body they were told to look forward, 
to go to Galilee rather than to the
